and that if something like a settle- 
ment is not reached by night none 
will be. The -Amalgamated board is 
in session, but up to 3 o'clock thu 
afternoon nothing had been accom- 
plished which the conferees would 
give out to tho public. The board 
•went into session at 10 o'clock with 
James Nutt, secretary of the labor 
bureau of the Bepublic Iron and 
Steel company, and Joseph Bishop, 
secretary of the Ohio board of arbi 
tratio,n, present with the board. 


The conference adjourned at noon 


and gave out the fololwing: 


"There is nothing to give out. We 


will reopen at 2 o'clock. It is absu- 
lutely impossible to get any of the 
conferees to give an expression ?£ 
•what has or will be done." 


There are repeated rumors that the 


negotiations between the Amalga- 
mated association and the combine 
officials have been broken off, but 
there is nothing to confirm such re- 
port. 
It was also reported with 


some persistence 
that Charles 


Schwab, president of the United 
States Steel company, was in the city, 
but this was without foundation.

Wednesday evening, when Mr. Leach 
himself told one or two of his heav- 
iest creditors of the predicament he 
was in and that the bank must close 
for lack of funds to meetitsliabilities. 
It is claimed -that there were about 
250 depositors, mostly residents of 
Avilla and farmers 
living in the 


vicinity, and that the aggregate de- 
posits will amount to S16.000 or

IS DRIFTING ABOUT AT SEA 


TRANSPORT 
LENNOX 
HAS 
A 


BROKEN SHAFT, 


Short of Provisions* u Party Was 


Sent Out in Smal Boat to Find 


Help-Picked Up. 


San Fiancisco, Aug. 2.—The seven 


men from the 
disabled transport 


Lennox, bound from Manila to this 
port, who were picked up in a small 
boat off Piedras Blancas lighthouse 
and brought tothis city by the 
steamer George Loomis. tell a story 
of a broken shaft, dearth of provis- 
ions and the drifting of the helpless 
ship in the current that sets down the 
coast. 
tf 


The men are: Third Mate J. Spratt, 


J. Lee, Frank West, P. T. Flahert and 
James P. Scannlon, ex-sailors and 
men-of-warsmen; David Rankin, of 
New Jersey, a government clerk re- 
turning from Manila, and F. L. Rose, 
a reporter formerly connected with 
the Manila Freedom. 


They constituted a volunteer crew 


that put off from the transport in 
search of assistance. 


On the Lennox are seventeen cabin 


and forty-five second-class passen- 
gers, nearly all of whom are dis- 
charged sailors and soldiers, and the 
English officers and Chinese crew of 
about thirty men. 


There are no women on board. 


Third Mate Spratt and his compan- 
ions tell the same story. 
One of 


them said: 


"The Lennox left Manila on June 


27 and Nagasaki on July 5. Sud- 
denly, on the evening of July 25, the 
shaft broke within three feet of the 
propeller, making a great noise, but 
the quick shutting off of the engines 
prevented any damage to the vessel. 
There was a calm at the time and 
things looked bad. 
The membcu 


of the Chinese crew grew helpless, 
but two old sailors fixed up a jury 
rig, 
TTnder it the vessel made little 


or no progress. For nearly a week 
we looked in vain for assistance, 
meanwhile drifting to the southward 
and in toward the coast 
What 


made it really serious was the short- 
age of provisions. Captain William- 
son asked the Chinese crew to man a 
small boat and attempt to reach the 
coast The Chinese refused, and the 
chief officer came to us sailors *v,;d 
asked for a volunteer crew. Twenty 
minutes later we were off in a boat 
and were given a good send-off. 


"We took two kegs of water, two 


tins of corned beef and a box of hard 
tack. The boat was rigged with n 
sail, but there was no wind, anrl un- 
til we were picked up by the Loon-, is. 
twelve hours later, we were at the 
oars and had come within sight of 
Piedra Blancas lighthouse."

IS DRIFTING ABOUT AT SEA 


TRANSPORT 
LENNOX HAS 
A 


BROKEN SHAFT, 


Short of Provisions, a Party Wits 


Sent Out in Smal Boat to Find 


Help—Picked Up. 


San Fitmcisco, Aug. 2.—The seven 


men from the 
disabled transport 


Lennox, bound from Manila to this 
port, who were picked up in a small 
boat off Pieclras Blancas lighthouse 
and 
brought to this city by the 


steamer George Loomis, tell a story 
of a broken shaft, dearth of provis- 
ions and the drifting of the helpless 
ship in the current that sets dow.n tho 
const. 
^ 


The men are: Third Mate J. Spratt, 


J. Lee, Frank West, P. T. Flaherl and 
James P. Scannlon, ex-sailors and 
men-of-warsmen; David Raiikin, of 
New Jersey, a government clerk re- 
turning from Manila, and F. L. Rose, 
a reporter formerly connected with 
the Manila Freedom. 


They constituted a volunteer crew 


that put off from the transport in 
search of assistance. 


On the Lennox are seventeen cahin 


and forty-five second-class passen- 
gers, nearly all of whom ore dis- 
charged, sailors and soldiers, and the 
English officers and Chinese crew of 
about thirty men. 


There are no women on 
board. 


Third Mate Spratt and his compan- 
ions tell the sajne story. 
One of 


them said: 


"The Lennox left Manila on June 


27 and Nagasaki on Jnly 5. Sud- 
denly, on the evening of July 25, the 
shaft broke within three feet of the 
propellor, making a great noise, but 
the quick shutting off of the engines 
prevented any damage to the vessel. 
TheJ'e was a calm at the time nnd 
things looked bad. 
The membei' 


of the Chinese crew grew helpless, 
but two old sailors fixed up a jury 
rig. 
Under it the vessel made little 


or no progress. For nearly a week 
wo looked in vain for 
assistance, 


meanwhile drifting to the southward 
and 
in toward the coast. 
What 


made it really serious was the short- 
age of provisions. Captain William- 
son asked the Chinese crew to man a 
small boat and attempt to reach the 
coast. The Chinese refused, and the 
chief officer eame to us sailors ,v.ul 
asked for a volunteer crew. Twenty 
minutes later we were off in a boat 
and were given a good send-off. 


"We took two kegs of water, two 


tins of corned beef and a box of hard 
tack. The boat was rigged with a 
sail, but there was no wind, and un- 
til we were picked up by the Loomi1*. 
twelve hours later, we were ac the 
oars and had come within sight of 
Piedra Blaneas lighthouse." 


It is expected that the government; 


tug Slocum, which was at once sent 
in search of the Lennox, will find the 
transport some time today, close to 
Santa Barbara channel.
